THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Societies of the West Parish Church 
for Past One Hundred Years 


In 1893 Rev. Frederick W. Greene printed 


a booklet entitled, ‘Opportunities for 
Christian Growth Afforded by the West 
Church” and this seems to the best 


definition of what a society should be to a 
church. 


The Sunday school was organized eee 
10, 1827, the first Sunday after the ordina- 
tion of Rev. Samuel C. Jackson and the first 
superintendent was Artemus Bullard. It has 
continued without break up to this time. 
During several periods there have been 
Sunday schools held in the district school- 
houses but that has been discontinued of late 
years as automobiles have made it possible 
for even small children to be at church and 
the Sunday school following. The present 
Sunday school numbers sixty members and 
due to the hard work put into it by the 
present superintendent, Mrs. George M. 
Carter, and her helpers it is in a wide-awake 
condition. 

From time to time, as the need arose, 
societies were organized. They grew and 
flourished and then the special need for them 
no longer existing, they were disbanded. 


Cn January 8, 1828 a missionary society 
was formed by the ladies of the church known 
as, “The Association of Ladies in West 
Parish Andover. 

The object of this association was to aid 
missions and it was under the direction of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions. The 
president was Mrs. Mary Holt. 

This association grew and waxed strong 
and did much good. May 2, 1837, this was 
merged into a society known as “The 
Ladies’ Seaman Friend Society of the West 
Church Andover.” 

While the first object of the society was for 
the benefit of the seamen, it has always been 
a social factor in the life of the church and 
has frequently rendered help to the Parish 
by providing needed improvements in the 
church and vestry. 

Rev. Samuel C. Jackson was pastor at that 
time and Mrs. Jackson was the first director, 
or president as we call it today, of the com- 
bined societies. 

As one reads of the work done by those 
good ended long since called to their 
heavenly home, inspiration is received to 
press onward and upward. Their faith in 
their Heavenly Father was the faith of a 
child. Their meetings were opened with 

rayer and carried through with reverence. 
Their work for the missionaries in foreign 
lands and for those that go out to the sea in 
ships, that do business on the great waters, 
was truly noteworthy. The society is the 
oldest of its kind in the state. 

Through all the eighty-nine years it has 
carried on, sometimes it has had periods of 
weakening, then again it would rally and 
come up bigger and stronger than before. 
Today it still sends a yearly contribution to 
the seamen. It is the hope and prayer of the 


, workers of today that they may carry on the 


work of those good folks of, “ye olden 
times,” with the same childlike faith and 
courage. The 1926 president of this society 
is Mrs. John L. Noyes. 

The missionary spirit has always been 
strong in the church, many going out from 
its fold to do missionary work. In 1830, Miss 
Sarah L, Holt gathered the young people of 
the parish about her and organized “The 
West Parish Junvenile Society.” This 
society continued for eighty years. Much 
was due to the faithful work of the first 
pastor’s sister, Miss Elizabeth Jackson, and 
to a lover of missions, Joseph W. Barr, then 
studying at the Theological Seminary pre- 
paring for work as a missionary. Record is 
also found of the devoted work of Miss Mary 
P. Faulkner, who especially loved to tell the 
story of missions to the children, her stories 
being so vivid that the children could see the 
pictures move before them as she talked. 

It would be a long task to write of all the 
work done by the socieites of the past, as 
this quotation from “Historical sketches of 
West Parish Church,” published in 1906 well 
illustrates. 

“A cross-section of the church’s activity 
at the time of publication may serve to show 
that age has not impaired its vigor. There 
are 206 members, 27 joined by confession or 
letter last year. There are two Sunday 
schools and three Christian Endeavor 
socieites in the Parish on Sunday, and a 
prexes meeting is held during the week. 

e Seaman’s Friend society has a social 
each winter month. The Juvenile Mis- 
sionary society meets twice a month, and in 
connection with it, the Boys’ West Centre 
Club spends every Saturday afternoon in the 
workshop and gymnasium at the parsonage, 
and the Girls’ Sunshine club holds weekly 
meetings. The Ladies’ Mission Circle, too, 
was admitted last summer as an auxiliary of 
the Women’s Board of Foreign Missions and 
met twice a month to study Japan. The 
choir practices regularly on Saturday 
evenings. Socials have been held in the 
outlying districts and the musical, social and 
sunshine departments of the Christian 
Endeavor society each add to the fullness of 
the church’s usefulness in the Parish.” 

So much for 1906. At this date, 1926, we 
find the Christian Endeavor still doing its 
part in the parish work and the meetings 
today are held in the homes of Christian 
Endeavorors on Sunday evenings. The 
president this year is Elmer O, Peterson, 

Miss Angie Burtt the long-time secretary 
of the Ladies’ Aid Society writes: 

“The Ladies’ Aid society of the West 
Church is one of the newer organizations of 
the church. It was organized in 1911, and 
its purpose as defined in its constitution, is, 
‘to raise money for the refurnishing or re- 
building of the church property, and such 
other needs of the Parish as the society may 
vote upon,’ 

“Previous to this, during the pastorate of 
Mr. Park, the ladies proposed that all of the 
organizations of the church, unite in raising 
a fund for the refurnishing of the church. 
Mr. Park, a lover of beauty in church 
buildings, interested himself in the plan, and 
it was largely due to his interest, that, in the 
first year over $400 was raised for this pur- 


se. 
pe Phe interest in the work continued, and 
in 1911, Mrs. Walker, the wife of our minister 
at that time, proposed forming a society 
whose purpose should be, that stated above. 

“Mrs. Walker was our first president. 
In 1915, the repairs on the church having 
been completed, the ladies having raised over 
$1600 for this purpose, it was decided that, 
‘the money now in the Bank, and such sums 
as should be added to it from time to time, 
should constitute a vestry fund, either to 
remodel or rebuild.’ 

“This fund now amounts to $6755.00 and 
by vote of the society will be paid over to the 
Parish when they decide to rebuild the 
Vestry. Only once have we departed from 
the purpose for which the society was or- 
ganized, and that was during the World 
War. From September 1917 to March 1919, 
all our sewing meetings were given to Red 
Cross work, and an offering was taken at 
each meeting for the same cause. 

“We have record of over 700 garments 
completed in 1917 and 1918. Previous to 
that we held several all-day meetings for the 
same cause. 

“The ways we have used to obtain this 
fund are many and varied, too much so, to 
enumerate here. 

“Outside the raising of money the society 
has been of great use in a social way to the 


church, as evinced in the attendance at our 
meetings, and in the opportunity it has 
given the ladies in the widely separated

Ambulances and Ambulances essential a factor as riding comfort. 


If the cars in the $2700 class are im- 
practical, what is the next considera- 
tion? The answer is, any ambulance 
as good as a Studebaker or better. 
There are undoubtedly other cars in 
this class which would suit, and it is 
not clear why the selectmen favor this 
particular make. At any rate, this 
particular car has this distinct ad- 
vantage over the lower-priced cars: 
that it was built throughout to be an 
ambulance. With this definite end in 
view, the makers have constructed the 
car in such a way as to meet the need 
for which it is intended, having special 
springs and similarly appropriate ac- 
cessories. Andover should buy nothing 
less serviceable than a Studebaker. 

As for financing the added cost, if it 
were inadvisable to get the money from 
the reserve fund, the deficiency could 
doubtlessly be made up by public 
subscriptions. Andover has many pub- 
lic spirited citizens who would be glad 
to help purchase a more serviceable 
emergency car — for it may be a matter 
of life and death for one of our citizens. 


The ambulance question we have 
always with us. To buy a passable car, 
or to buy a good car: that is the ques- 
tion. There is a hot battle raging 
between these two rival camps of 
opinion, but out of the din of the fight 
certain reactions seem inevitable. 

Over two months ago this town 
authorized the purchase of an ambu- 
lance for $2700. Why the selectmen did 
not go ahead and settle the matter, is 
hard to explain. If in their judgment it 
seemed best, they should have taken the 
necessary legal steps to procure ad- 
ditional funds to buy something better. 

Another thing which seems most 
reasonable but which they neglected 
altogether was to advertise in various 
places for sealed bids on a car with 
certain specifications and then open all 
bids together. Instead, they have 
been delaying and holding hearings, 
listening to spirited but partial ora- 
tions. What is most needed in this 
matter is an unbiased and unselfish 
consideration of what will be practical 
and comfortable for the patient using 
the ambulance. 

No doubt ambulances can be bought 
for $2700. But such cars are mounted 
on a chassis which is too light, and have a 
short wheel base or on a truck chassis, 
and are not intended for the use to 
which they are being put. At best 
they are a makeshift arrangement — 
sort of an afterthought. Imagine such 
a car leaping from crag to crag on part 
of the road to Lawrence while some poor 
soul within may be breathing his last. 
Or think of such a car racing over the 
overpass near the Charlestown jail, on 
the way to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, shaking the patient to sure 
death long before the destination is 
reached. Let us not forget that an 
ambulance is usually called upon only 
in an emergency case, where haste is as

Natural History Society Meets Entertainment for Northfield Fund 


“Spring Flowering Shrubs” was the | An_ excellent 


subject of the meeting held by the Andover 
Natural History society Tuesday evening 
in the Punchard lecture room, with thirty-one 
members present. 

Myron E. Gutterson pictured the amaze- 
ment of a native of the tropics who first 
visited New England in February, with its 
snow and ice and bare trees, and again after 
three months when the ground was carpeted 
with green and the trees were budding out 
and the shrubs bursting into bloom. As a 
part of this miracle of spring, which is one of 
the most wonderful of all the workings of 
nature, Mr. Gutterson spoke of some of the 
less conspicuous blooms which yet contribute 
in no small measure to the beauty of the 
season. He described the graceful catkins of 
the hazel, alder, birch, walnut, oak, chestnut, 
poplar and willow, and mentioned also the 
sweet gale, bayberry and sweet fern. 

Winthrop S. Boutwell confined his re- 
marks to flowering shrubs, speaking es- 
pecially of the willow, sweet fern, alder, 
andromeda, rhodora, cornel, shad and wild 
cherry.

Four different programs will be discussed 
at one of the major sessions of the American 
Health Congress to be held in Atlantic City, 
May 17-22, three dealing with the health 
organization of cities of different sizes and 
one dealing with county,health organization. 
This will make possible such a pooling of 
information as has never before been 
achieved. 

Every city of the United States and 
Canada has something to contribute to the 
common fund of health knowledge; every 
rural district has its valuable information to 
give. In time, perhaps decades, perhaps 
almost a century, such a pooling of informa- 
tion would be achieved through force of 
necessity, but the tedium is bridged by this 
particular session of the American Health 
Congress held under the auspices of the 
National Health Council, which is made up 
of the great voluntary health organizations 
of the United States. 

It will be impossible ever to estimate what 
this session means in saving of time and 
health for the citizens of any given com- 
munity. It conceivably may mean that 
communities will vie with each other in 
health as they do in games and in industrial 
achievements; it surely can mean that they 
become aware of their health standing in 
relation to other communities, ‘The result 
will be renewed civic pride and an advance- 
ment in the comfort of all citizens that can 
be measured only in terms of decades saved,

Methods of Ancient 
Builders Stand Test 


The builder of six thousand years 
ago, like the builder of today, had his 
problems, and his expedients anticl- 
pated the methods of modern construc- 
tion. “Brick for stone and slime for 
mortar” describes the method of the 
builders of the tower of Babel. That 
was the prevailing fashion even ear 
Her. 

The excavators at Ur have found a 
small amount of stonework also, but 
stone was scarce in that country. It 
had to be imported and was rarely 
used in building construction. They 
have also found columns and arches, 
{nventions that associate themselves 
with the history of architecture 
throughout the ages. 

The problem of decoration was not 
solved with materials and methods 
familiar enough to the building trade 
today. In that remote era we see the 
beginnings of a trade that has had 
six millenniums of development with- 
out changing in essentials, The first 
lessons embodied the principles on 
which cities and palaces and temples 
are being bullt today. 

Civilization has since built for itself 
better habitations and “temples more 
divinely beautiful,” but the later bulld- 
ers were not better builders than their 
predecessors in that remote antiquity 
at which the excavators have now ar 
rived.—Kansas City Star.

FINER HUMAN BEINGS MUST 
BE BRED, SAYS BURBANK 


Sclentist Expects to Create Better 
Fruits, but Says Greater Must 
Be Done by Others. 


New York.—Luther Burbank, who is 
seventy-seven years old, expects to 
live at least five years more and in 
that period do the most important 
work of his life, says the Popular 
Science Monthly. His wizardry in 
improving crop plants has enriched 
American farmers by millions of dol- 
lars, yet he believes that what he has 
done {s merely the foundation for what 
he will be able to do in the twilight of 
life. 

“Hverything is yet to be done,” he 
is quoted as saying to a writer for 
the magazine. “In the next five years 
I hope to produce plants with grains 
and fruits larger than any we have at 
present, with more varied flavors and 
colors, with better storing and ship- 
ping qualities, with more nutriment 
and less waste, and with every poison- 
ous or injurious element eliminated.” 

Yet, Mr. Burbank feels there is 
more important work than his own 
to be done by some one else who can 
breed a finer human race. 

“Inferior human beings cannot be 
treated as if they were inferior 
plants,” he says, “But if civilization is 
to endure, some way must be found to 
produce more of the fit and fewer of 
the unfit. Today we are little more 
than a field of wild oats, in which, here 
and there, arises a superior type, the 


result of a fortunate and chance cross- 


ing rather than of intelligent selec- 
tion. 

Mr. Burbank sald he _ believed 
“marriage of the physically, mentally 
and morally unfit should be pro- 
hibited.” 

He also re-expressed his bellef that 
plants have minds, saying: “There is 
no great gulf between plant and 
animal life. I know that plants have 
minds—subconscious minds, but at 
any rate minds.”

SEA TERROR NOW 
PEDDLES BANANAS 


Dreaded Moewe, Which De- 
stroyed Many Ships, Had 
Lively Career. 


Liverpool, Eng.—The Moewe is 
abroad again. The news may send a 
chill down the spine of any surviving 
traveler who met her on the high 
seas in the height of her power. This 
war-raider once spread terror wher- 
ever she went. In her wake many 
vessels, hit by her fire, sank without 
trace. But that was alinost a dec- 
ade ago, and the mighty have fallen. 
When the former commerce destroyer 
recently arrived in Liverpool from the 
West Indies, she had lost even her 
name. Moewe, or Sengull, had been 
dropped, and the bucolic Greenbriar 
taken instead. Her hold, where pris- 
oners huddled and bombs were stored, 
carried only unripened fruit. The for- 
mer German ocean raider was ped- 
dling bananas. 

Any passenger who crossed the 
ocean {in 1917 on a merchant ship, 
laden with wheat, steel, automobiles, 
horses, ofl or some other valuable 
cargo for war-torn Europe, might 
have had the Ill-luck to encounter the 
Moewe and observe her methods of 
operation. At a distance, she seemed 
an innocent enough craft, flying a 
neutral flag. But as she drew nearer, 
half concealed by her sails and careen- 
{ng about as if manned by a crew of 
crazy men, she grew more strange. 

Then of a sudden, down went her 
bulwarks and the muzzles of her guns 
appeared. Up went her German flag 
and the signal. “Stop.” There were 
vessels that even then put on full 
steam and tried to get away, but a 
shot across their bows invariably hove 
them to. There were others that has- 
tily attempted to man their guns, if 
they chanced to carry any. But well- 
aimed rifie shots from the Moewe usu- 
ally sent the sailors scurrying below 
decks, 

What Prevented Mutiny. 

The launching of the prize boat fol- 
lowed and a search of the captive ship, 
The prize crew got their rewards in 
the form of jars of Jam and cigarettes, 
perhaps; and the Moewe got hers in 
whatever of the doomed cargo she 
chose to select. 

Most of the vessels she encountered 
found their way at once to Davey 
Jones’ locker. Others served their 
captors as colliers or as prison ships, 
One of the latter, the Appam, put fo 
at Norfolk, Va., In 1917. She carried 
a German Heutenant and prize crew 
und hundreds of passengers from ships 
that hud been sunk. Another turned 
up at Santa Cruz and another at Per- 
nambuco, Brazil, Sti another, the 
Yarrowdale, actually succeeded in 
reaching Germany with her 469 pris- 
oners from one Norwegian and seven 
British ships, in charge of a German 
crew of 16 men. 

On her way the Yarrowdale dropped 
anchor in Swedish waters and was 
boarded by the officers of a Swedish 
destroyer, but they saw nothing 
amiss. The prisoners had been or- 
dered below and were held there mute 
by armed German guards. Never 
once during the strange voyage did 
the captives threaten mutiny, since 
theyaknew that the ship was prepared, 
in such event, to blow herself up. 

Captures in North Sea, 

The Moewe, under the command 
of Count Dohna-Schlodien, commenced 
her raiding career when she slipped 
out of the Kiel canal early in 1917 
into the North sea, breaking through 
the British blockade under cover of 
darkness and rough weather, Under 
the very nose of England she sank one 
ship and captured another within a 
few minutes of each other on January 
11. The captured prize, the Cor- 
bridge, was on her maiden voyage and 
full of coal. Her fate, therefore, was 
postponed. Next day, by three o'clock 


in the afternoon, the Moewe had blown 
up one steamer and had reached an- 
other. 

‘The second suffered the usual fate; 
and by the time the last trace of her 
had gone the moon had risen and dis- 
closed still another prey, This, too, 
disappeared like the rest. Then 


came a brief lull in the raider'’s ac 
tivities, a lull that was needed to set 
herself shipshape; for by this time 
more than 100 prisoners had been 
taken aboard, with the monkeys, dogs, 
cats and chickens and other personal 
effects. 

On January 15 a 8,000-ton ship was 
sunk before breakfast and the Ap 
pam, an ocean liner of 7,781 tons, 
was taken before dark. This was a 
real prize, as most of the victims the 
12,000-ton Moewe tackled ranged 
from 3,000 to 5,000 tons. This day’s 
work was capped with the sinking of 
the Clan MacTavish, carrying more 
than 11,000,000 marks’ worth of 
skins, cotton and meat. The Moewe 
now had more than 500 persons os 
board, and so the Appam was dis- 
atched with most of them to Amer 
ca, and the disencumbered raider set 
out for fresh fields of action, 

Slipped Past British, 

Thus the days went by, until the 
Moewe saw fit to turn her course 
homeward. She reached her German 
port early in March, having success 
fully slipped past a flotilla of British 
destroyers, In something less than 
two months she had captured or guak 
15 vessels and destroyed millions of 
dollars worth of foodstuffs, muni- 
tions and general cargo, When a dis- 
patch from Berlin announced the re 
turm the shipping world breathed e@ 
bit more easily. 

The following December the British 


admiralty sent out a general war 
that the raider was at ates. aaa 
The warning interfered little with the 
Moewe's deadly work. On this voy 
age 96 vessels met their fate from 
her guns and 1,880 prisoners were 
brought to shore by her and the two 
prise ships she refrained from sink- 
{ng. Im the latter part of March word 
was passed out that the Moewe was 
again safoly home, 

Every day the Moewe was outside 
the British blockade perils lay in her 
way. Intercepted wireless messages 
let her know that everywhere other 
vessels were on her trail. If she had 
been discovered near the Canary 
islands one February night in 1917 her 
game would have been up. So badly 
did she need overhauling that the or- 
der was given to take the most im- 
portant parts of the engina down. 
While this was being done the ship 
rode at anchor, helpless—New York 
Times.

San Francisco.—Thirty-three years 
ago at Thompson-on-the-Olyde the 
steamship Nile took the ways. It was 
420 feet long, had @ breadth of 52 
feet and a draft of 58 feet 5 inchese— 
called a triumph of engineering. Its 
majesty of line and awing proportions 
seemed to presage a new era of 
American-Orlental shipping to which 
it was consigned, 

Instead there lay ahead years of 
vicissitudes, a gradual slipping from 
the «affections of shipping men, nu- 
merous sales, then a dip into the Illicit 
drug trade which brought a court fine 
that was a factor in putting the line 
then operating it out of business, Fi- 
nally, there came a sentence to the 
junk yard, and now workmen are Hp- 
ping it apart.

CRABS IN ROCK 
“MISSING LINK” 


Discovery of Petrified Crea- 
tures Explained by Prof. 
Patten, Biologist. 


Hanover, N. H.—In the biology lab- 
oratory and museum at Dartmouth 
college are slabs of rock in which 
are imbedded petrified creatures that 
look rather like the horseshoe crab, 
which so often has been the innocent 
cause of fright among sea bathers. 

To the layman they are remarkable 
for the fine preservation in every de- 
tall when he is told that they swam 
about some 56,000,000 years ago. To 
Dr. William Patten, professor of biol- 
ogy and director of the compulsory 
course in evolution for freshmen, they 
have a far higher significance. 

“They are the real ‘missing link’,” 
he declared. “They are of far more 
value than the object of search for 
connection between man and ape. 
These fossils give the last chapter of 
an unbroken history of evolution from 
the protozoa to modern man.” 


Explains Forty-Year Search. 


Before he launched into an expla- 
nation of what he meant by this, Doc- 
tor Patten went back to explain his 
whole philosophy of evdlution and the 
search he had conducted for forty 
years for proof of his theories. 

“Man,” he sald, “is nature’s master- 
plece. As an individual he is incapa- 
ble of being improved. His further 
evolution must be social. The worm 
with its many segments, each provid- 
ed with legs and scattered sense or- 
gans, was nature's subject for elimt- 
nation and concentration. In man all 
of these necessary parts have been 
consolidated. One can conclude that 
man’s sentiments are nature's meth- 
ods.” : 

Professor Patten, in his search for 
the missing link, found the gap came 
In the class called ‘“ostracodermt.” 
The common horseshoe crab {s an off- 
shoot of this class, he sald, but as a 
class it is extinct and is the only 
major class which has not left mod- 
ern successors. Ranking just below 
the fishes in the biological scale, its 
importance to him Iles In the fact that 
{t is the connecting link between ver- 
tebrate and invertebrate animals. 
Twenty-five years ago only fragments 
of this class had been found. 


Found In Norway. 


Doctor Patten located his convincing 
specimens in the region of Red bay, 
in the north of Norway. 

“The fossils I found are the finest 
ever discovered in that the softer tis- 
sues have been almost miraculously 
preserved. The brain, muscles and 
nerves can all be traced clearly in 
these fossils. In these specimens the 
middle eye is finely preserved, and 
that eye can be traced down through 
all the succeeding classes until it 1s 
found in the form of the pineal gland 
in the middle of the brain of man.”

U. S. KITE EXPERTS 
ENVY OF SMALL BOY 


Get Data From Sky for Na- 
tion’s Aviators. 


Washington, Neb.—The small boy 
likely would view as the finest kind 
of play the important meteorological 
work carried on by the staff of the 
kite station at the Drexel observation 
bureau here. 

For from the kite house in the cen- 
ter of an unobstructed 40-acre field 
kites as big as a woodshed are flown 
on piano wire, sometimes six or seven 
on a single strand, the highest quite 
out of sight. 

C. S. Ling, veteran government me- 
teorologist in charge, has six assist- 
ants who devote all their time to kit- 
ing. Scarcely a dozen days a year 
fail to see the kites aloft, where they 
remain five or six hours. 

Gets Data From Clouds. 

The instrument carried up is called 
a meteorograph. Weighing but two 
pounds, this aluminum cylinder re- 
cords wind velocity, direction, altitude, 
humidity, temperature and the amount 
of static electricity encountered. The 
information transcribed from its re- 
cordings !s for use in future forecast- 
ing, for possible military flying infor- 
mation in future years and for imme- 
diate information to army and navy 
mail aviators. To the latter daily in- 
formation has been furnished for sev- 
eral months, but no regular weather 
forecasts are issued. 

From the circular six-ton kite- 
house, which revolves like an astro- 
nomical observatory and has sliding 
round doors, the kites are put up. A 
large drum, bearing eight miles of pl- 
ano wire, is operated by an electric 
motor. The whole is insulated against 
static electricity. 

Unlike the small boy's kite, with 
which he must run a few yards to get 
ft up, the weather kites are taken 
down the field qa short distance and 
given a boost. The drum pulls the 
kite into the teeth of the wind at a 
speed of 11 miles an hour and the 
box kite scoots upward. 

However, aloft a few hundred feet, 
the kite begins to sag as its load of 
piano wire increases. Additional kites 
are then strung on at thousand-foot 
intervals, each with its own lead wire 
of a hundred yards or so. As many 
as half a dozen kites soon dot the sky, 
each perhaps in a different wind level 
and each tugging an opposite direction 
from the main line. But the load ts 
distributed and the top kite carries on 
its work of supporting the meteoro- 
graph. 

Bear Weather Tales. 

The kites are rectangular in shape. 
Their greatest dimension fs eight feet. 
The corner struts are half-inch straight- 
grained spruce. The muslin covering 
{s drawn to drum-head tautness. The 
only tails they bear are the “weather 
tales” they bring down. 

Frequently a kite a mile aloft breaks 
away. Directed by a label on the side 
the finder usually returns the kite at 
once. Only 5 per cent of lost kites 
fail to reappear. However, when the 
wire breaks at the winch a swishing 
steel tail trails along with the fleeting 
kites, playing havoc with rural phone 
lings and fences. 

Seldom fs the wire hit by lightning, 
but the static, which causes grief to 
radio fans, frequently reaches 40,000 
to 50,000 volts on the wire. It is safe- 
ly led off through a grounded escape 
wire. 

Thirty-inch hydrogen-filled rubber 
balloons are released several times 
daily at Drexel. Watched through 
theodolites, their course is plotted, and 
from this are deduced details of the 
upper air strata, 

Drexel also provides kites for other 
stations. Dahl Baxter, who has made 
weather kites most of his life, oper- 
ates the kite shop. Fifty-two com- 
pleted kites fill the loft of a large 
shop.

BOONE’S DREAM 
IS NOW REALITY 


Scout’s Choice 150 Years 
Ago Becomes Great 
Power Plant Site. 


Louisville, Ky.—On a site selected 
nearly 150 years ago by Daniel Boone 
as among “many excellent mill sites” 
along Dix river, today stands the Dix 
river dam, the largest rock-filled dam 
in the world and the highest of any 
kind east of the Rocky mountains. 

The hydroelectric plant at the dam 
is the latest unit in a nation-wide su- 
perpower transmission system, 

Situated near the confluence of the 
Kentucky and Dix rivers, in the blue 
grass region of Kentucky, Dix river 
dam has just been completed after 
years of planning and 18 months of 
intensive construction. It impounds 
a lake 81 miles long, covering 8,000 
acres and with an estimated capacity 
of 100,000,000,000 gallons of water. 


Develops 66,000 Volts. 


The generators of the plant, three 
in number, utilizing 540,000 gallons of 
water a minute when running at ca- 
pacity, develop 80,000 horse power 
of electricity at 18,200 volts. At a 
transformer substation near by the 
current is raised to 66,000 volts and 
transmitted to distributing stations in 
Kentucky, Indiana and Virginia. 

Built at a cost exceeding $7,000,000, 
including accessory construction, Dix 
dam ts 1,080 feet long, 750 feet thick 
at the base, 275 feet high from stream 
bed, and Is capped with a paved road- 
way, 24 feet wide. Constructed In a 
narrow gorge between two high cliffs, 
{t Is composed of 1,800,000 cuble yards 
of rock. ‘Two great blasts, one of 84,- 
000 pounds of explosives and another 
of 28,000 pounds, blew thousands of 
tons of material off the cliff tops into 
the river bed. More stone was piled 
on the heap until the gorge was filled 
to the required height. On top of this 
was poured a “blanket” of concrete 
averaging two feet in thickness, 


Finish Work In 1925, 


Construction on the dam and plant 
began in the fall of 19283 when a tun- 
nel 915 feet long and 24 feet in dl- 
ameter, was bored through the east 
cliff to divert the river flow during 
construction, On March 17, 1925, the 
engineers closed the tunnel and Har- 
rington lake began to form, Seven 
and one-half months later the first 
current for commercial use was de- 
veloped and put into the transmission 
lines. 

Today the water in the lake Its ap- 
proaching the overflow channel and 
the plant Is rendy to be operated at 
capacity,

A sea swallow, ringed in Northum- 
berland, England, early in 1919, Is re- 
ported to have been captured at Cape 
Town. 

Mr. H. F. Witherby, the ornithol- 
ogist, and the moving spirit in the 
British bird-marking scheme, stated 
recently that more than 18,000 birds 
were ringed in 1924, while more than 
150,000 birds have been so marked 
since 1909,

of migration was the crossing of the 
Atlantic by a kittiwake gull, which 
was ringed In the Farne islands in 
1923, and was afterwards shot In New- 
foundland tn 1924. 

Swallows have the longest range of 
flight, and in several cases ringed 
birds have been found in South Af- 
‘rica, Teal and mallard come next.
